_ New Lonk, Sept. 17.—Jacob Baiz, 
Consul General for Honduras in New 
York, has received the following ad- 
vices regarding the late revolutionary 
movements in that country: On his 


arrival in Costa Rica, Soto 
ordered Delgado and Morri 
and all his chiefs, officers and 


enlisted men who were in Nicrragua 
and numbered 77 all told, to invade 
Honduras which they did on the 19th of 
August. The Honduras troops met and 
completely routed the invading forces. 
Morri, Velasques and seven other chiefs 
and officers were killed and only 
Delgado and Herradova made good 
their escape. All the rest of the 
invaders remained on the battlefield 
either dead or prisoners. Delgado and 
Herradova fled to the mountains on 
foot. The people of Honduras are 
unanimous in their allegiance to the 
present government, and not one man 
sustained or upheld the invaders. Peace 
is entirely restored.

OLD WORLD NEWS. 


Attempt to Assassinate the Prime 
Minister of Koumapia. 


Bucuarest (Roumania), Sept. 17.— 
Britiano, the Roumanian Prime Minis- 
ter, was shot at last evening by an assas- 
sin. He perceived the man’s intention 
in time to spring out of the path of the 
murderer, and the bullet struck Ro- 
besco, member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and wounded him. The as- 


sassin was arrested and locked up. He 
confessed that for political reasons he 


intended to kill Britiano. 

The attempted assassination has pro- 
duced great excitement among the peo- 
ple. A crowd surrounded the building 
occupied by the only newspaper here, 
which has been opposing the Prime 
Minister. They blamed the editor for 
inflaming hostile feeling against 
Britiano, and smashed all the furniture 
and fittings belonging to the concern, 
They also savagely attecked and wound 
ed two members of the steff, and were 
proceeding to destroy the edifice when 
the police became masters of the situa- 
tion, and dispersed the mob. After- 
wards the crowd attempted to lynch the 
prisoner, but were foiled by the police.

fhe Anniversary of its Promuiga- 

tion to be Celebrate. 

PHILADELHEI, Sept. 17.—As a result 
of the movement on the part of the 
Chief Magistrates of the thirteen ori- 
ginal States, seven Governors of as many 
commonwealths met here to-day to 
arrange for the fitting observance of the 
centennial anniversary of the promul- 
gation of the Constitution of the United 
States. Ten States were represented. 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
North Oarolite were not repre- 
sented but probably will be by 
to-morrow. The following Governors 
were present: Pattison of Pennsyl- 
vania, Lee of Virginia, Lloyd of Mary- 
land, Stockley of Delaware, Wetmore 
of Rhoje Island, McDaniel of Georgia 
and Sheppard of South Carolina. New 
York was represented by a committee 
of the State slature and Oonnecti- 
cut by ex-Governor Bigelow. 

At the Continental Hotel, Governor 
Pattison delivered a brief address of 
welcome. There were present also 
many other distinguished visitors from 
various States. After Gov. Pattison’s 
specch, the party divided into pairs 
and marched down Ohestnut street to 
the old State House. Here the party 
halted at the room where the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed, and 
standing under a canopy of red, white 
and blue, they listened to an address 
of welcome by Mayor Smith. Oar- 
penter’s Hall, the old hall where in 
1774 the first Colonial Congress met, 
eleven provinces being represented, 
was the next place visited. At this 
place also a meeting was held. The 
Governors ranged themselves around a 
large table near the center of the hall. 
Richard K. Betts, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Philadelphia, welcomed the 
visitors, and briefly reviewed the history 
of the time when the meeting took 
place. E. L. Carson then delivered an 
oration, 

The business meeting of the Gover- 
nors was called to order by Gov. Pat- 
tison. Gov. Lee of Virginia was in- 
vited to take the chair. Oarson was 
elected secretary. Letters were read 
from the Governors of North Carolina, 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
regretting their inability to be present, 
and assuring the Governors that they 
were in sympathy with the movement. 
Ool. J. E. Peyton, who originated the 
idea of the celebration and who has 
charge of the arrangements, was invited 
to the stand to make any suggestions 
which might have occurred to him. The 
Colonel in reply said that it would be a 
good idea to have every State in the 
Union represented at the celebration 
next September by a regiment of 
soldiers. It seemed to him that the 
young men of the various States would 
gladly avail themselves of this opportu- 
nity to participate in the celebration, 

On motion of Gov. Pattison the or- 
ganization was made permanent. The 
Governor suggested also that a com- 
mittee consisting of the Governors of 
the thirteen States and representative 
citizens from those States be appointed 
to prepare a plan for the celebration. 

Oa motion of Gov. Stockley, of 
Delaware, the Chair appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of five members to 
draft a plan. The Governors of Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Rhode Island, 
Maryland and Georgia were appointed. 
Recess was then taken to enable the 
committee to prepare the plan,

DOMINION JUSTICE. 


Trial of the Case Against the 
Schooner David Adams. 

Hatirax, N. 8., Sept. 17,—Testi- 
mony was taken to-day in the case of 
the American schooner David Adams, 
seized last May for the violation of the 
fishing laws. At the opening of the 
court Meagher, counsel for the United 


States, protested against the presence 
of the reporters but the Commissioner 
declared that he had no authority to 


remove them. As they were leaving 
the room at the close ot the session 
they were all served with subpoœ nas 
in the case, the intention being to ex- 
clude them for the remainder of the 
session under the law preventing wit- 
nesses from hearing the testimony of 
other witnesses in the same case. The 
reporters have employed counsel, and 
will make a fight to prevent their ex- 
clasion to-morrow morning. Meagher 
says he will exclude reporters or break 
up the meeting. The matter created a 
sensation. 

Among the witnesses sworn in to-day 
was one who testified that Capt. Kenny 
of the Adam's bought four barrels of 
bait and four tons of ice and bargained 
for his next morning’s catch of bait, 
saying that he wanted twenty barrels. 
The bait and ice were delivered on 
board the Adams. The vessel had a 
piece of canvas hanging Over the stern 
whick concealed a part of the name, 
exposing only the David.“ This evi- 
dence was corroborated.

SAN FRANOISCO. 


Another Ola Firm in Financial 
Trouble.—Notes. 

San Francisco, Sept. 17.— Jalius 
Baum & Oo., wholesale clothiers, No. 9 
Sansome street, made an assignment 
to-day to Solomon Sweet for the benefit 
of their creditors. The firm ia one of 
the oldest and largest in thecity, It 
consists of Jalius Baum, Henry 
Schrier, who reside here, and Morris 
Schrier of New York. The tailure was 
totally unexpected, and has caused 
much surprise among business men. 
The liabilities are estimated all the way 
from $750,000 to $1,000,000. No ac- 
curate information on this head is yet 
obtainable, as the assigree says he 
has not had any opportunity to arrive 
at anything like a correct estimate, and 
the resident members of the firm posi- 
tively refuse to say auything. It is 
generally believed, however, that the 
assets are quite equal to the liabilities, 
and that the firm will be able to pay 
dollar for dollar. The cause of tie 
failure is even a greater mystery than 
the amount of indebtedness. Even those 
persons most intimately acquainted with 
the firm are utterly unable io assign any 
reasonable cause for it. Mr. Baum, 
the senior member, has, for many 
years, been considered a very wealthy 
man, his private means being 
estimatedas Ligh «s $500,000. H. 


occupies a handsome residence 
on Van Ness avenue, and owns 
real estate valued at $400,000 


Ten months ago the firm’s balance- 
sheet showed a surplus of assets over 
liabilities of $900,000. Their business 
since then has apparently been pros- 
perous. It is therefore believed that 
some heavy speculations, not connected 
with the business of the house, must have 
caused the assignment. It is stated 
that Mr. Baum has of late been a heavy 
borrower at the banks, but to what use 
the money has been applied is not 
known. The principal creditors in this 
city are the London, Paris aud Ameri- 
can Bank, Daniel Meyer, the Bank of 
California, and Sather & Oo., private 
bankers. All of these banks are, how- 
ever, said to be well secured, and their 
losses, if any, will be light. The buik 
of the indebtedness is in the East. 
The record of real estate transactions 
to-day shows a conveyance, by gift, of 
Julius Baum to Sadie Baum, of a lot on 
Van Ness avenue, south of Bush street, 
and the sale of the same property by 
Sadie Bauer and her husband to Louis 
Sloss. It is explained that Sadie Bauer 
is Mr. Bauer’s daughter, that the prop- 
erty was given to her a year ago and 
subsequently sold by her and her hus- 
band to Louis Sloss, but the transac- 
tions were not placed on record at the 
time. Several days must elapse before 
a statement of assets and liabilities can 
be given.
